»E1 Paso, Texas, March 3.—A mem- 
ber of the Benton commission today 
expressed the opinion that the inves- 
tigators never would go to Chihuahua 
to view the body. 


"This is my personal opinion," he 


said. "It is not based on official in- 
formation. 
Benton was killed on 


February 17 and this is the third of 
March. The body must be in such a 
condition by this time that any 
wound or wounds in the flesh would 
be obliterated." 


Members of the Benton investigat- 


ing committee did not know today 
whether they 
were to proceed to 


Chihuahua or not. They are awaiting 
instructions from Washington. 


The commissioners entertained but 


slight hope that the proposed investi- 
gation would reveal the manner of 
Benton's death at the hands of Gen- 
eral Villa. It is the belief of many 
here that if Benton's body is not in 
an advanced state of decomposition 
it probably has been mutilated by 
chemicals.
